The body of Thomas J. Wright, auditor of the Lemp 
Brewing Co. and secretary of the Apollo Club, and three 
other bodies, one of then believed to be that of Burt Crouch, 
sales manager of the Western Electric Co., were taken this 
morning from the ruins of the Missouri’ Athletic Club 
(Boatmen’s Bank) Building. This increased the number of 
bodies recovered to 14, and left 16 or more still in the 
wreckage, with 100 men working to reach them. 

Vright’s body was fully dressed, and was so little 
burned that it was. easily recognizable. It was lying, face 
downward, on the third floor, near the elevator shaft, and a 
towel was drawn over the head. This indicated that Wright 
was suffocated while trying to escape from the building, 
using the towel as a smoke hood. He had put on his over- 


coat. 
Burt Crouch’s Glasses Under One Body. 

The three other bodies were in a mass of debris near thé 
rear interior stairway, and apparently might have fallen from an 
upper floor. They were so burned that direct identification may 
be impossible, and one of them was headless. Under one body was « 
case containing a pair of rimless spectacles. The case was from 
Erker’s optical establishment, and Alfred Aigler, an optician em- 
tloyed there, later identified the glasses as those he had sold tv 
Burt Crouch last month. 

The three charred bodies were taken to the Morgue, where 
one unidentified body remained from those previously recovered.

fire. 

The first reports were made by Fire 
Captain Hartmann of Engine Com- 
pany No. 6, who inspected three down- 
town lodging houses and pronounced 
them unsafe in the event of fire. They 
were the St. Louis Hotel, 316-20 Locust 
street; the Salvation Army Hotel, 14/2 
North Broadway, and the A.-B. C. Ho- 
tel, 11) North Broadway. 

Hotel Roof Has Sunk. 

The St. Louis Hotel is in a five-story 
brick building, four floors of which are 
used for 52 sleeping rooms. One stair- 
way in the center of the building serves 
eli these rooms. Capt. Hartmann told 
the hotel clerk this stairway would b* 
useless in case of fire. The hotel roor, 
covered with gravel, has sunk in several 
places. 

The building is heated by stoves, the 
flue pipe of one of which runs through 
aw partition. The interior construc- 
tion of the hotel is of wood, including 
the main stairway circling to a skylight 
in the roof. 

‘‘This hotel is in very bad shape and 
dangerous to enter in case of fire,” 
Capt. Hartmann wrote on his report to 
Chief Swingley. The hotel clerk said 
building inspectors placed their “O K” 
on the hotel-a year ago. He said the 
hotel always was well filled. 

Chief Swingley’s order for a ‘‘re-in- 
spection” followed a request from the 
Assembly’s joint committee for an ofti- 
cial list of places considered dangerous 
in case of fire. The request was sug- 
gested by the Civil League, the object 
being to prevent a repetition of the M. 
A. C. disaster by publishing a list of 
buildings deemed dangerous and to de- 
termine just what sort of preventive 
measures are essential. 

List Would Be a Warning. 

The publication of a list of fire traps, 
Civil League officials assert, would be 
a warning to the public as to what 
places should be avoided. 

Chief Swingley, 14 years ago, started 
a system by which all public places 
are inspected by city firemen at least 
once a year. The results of these in- 
spections, he said, had been reported 
in writing to the Building Commissioner 
and the Fire Prevention Bureau. 

Rutiding Commissioner McKelvey 
has stated he has no list of fire traps. 
and, consequently, cOuld not supply 
auch a Mat for the Assembly Commit- 
tee. Chief Swingley, on the other 
hand, said such a list undoubtedly 
could be compiled from the lIetter 
files in hia office, where he keeps 
duplicates for the reports submitted 
to the Bullding Commissioner. 

Ne Action on Complaints. 

Chief Swingley says the Building 

Commissioner ought to have handy n 
Het ef the unsafe bulldings in St. 
Leouts. He deciared the reports of 
dangerous buildings were given to 
the Bulliding Commissioner for his 
information. But, so far as Chief 
Swingiey can recall, the Building 
Commissioner never has taken any 
specific action on the complaints. 
-MeKelvey declared he did not have 
the power to close any hotel or lodging 
house in which it might be unsafe for 
sleeping persons in the event of fire. 
In this stand he is directly at variance 
with an opinion recently announced by 
Aesociate City Counselor Griffin, Mc- 
Kelvey avers he is not empowered to 
close any building unless it is physi- 
cally unsafe. However, the Building 
Commissioner can cite all. owners of 
buildings who fail to take proper pre- 
cautions regarding fire escapes and ex- 
its. 

Chief Swingley, in announcing the 
“re-inepection,” said he thought the 
work could be done in 10 days. By 
doubling the force of inspectors he now 
nopes to finish the inspection within five 


days.

DANGER'S STORY 
EAPLAINS STRANGE 


Girl Fire Discoverer and Two 
Other Women With Eiseman 
and Another Escort. 


Miss Adelaide Mason, a young dancer, 
with the Weber and Fields ‘nusical 
comedy company, who die*overed 
the Missouri Athletic Club fire through 
reflection of the flames in windows 
acruss the street, gave to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday evening a 
second interview that would apparently 
explain the strange incident related hy 
four window dressers who were at work 
at Nugents’ shortly before 2 a. m. Mon- 
day. 
The window dressers said that while 
they were dressing a window on Wasi- 
ington avenue nearly opposite the M. 
A. C., they saw three well-dressed wom- 
en and their escorts leave the club en- 
trance in apparent excitement, the wom- 
en screaming and dragging their es- 
corts westward toward Broadway and 
the men tugging at their arms as though 
trying to get them back into the cluop. 
They said that at this time there was 
. crash and on looking: up they éaw 
great tongues of flame darting out of 
the window of a private dining room 
on the third floor. A few minutes la- 
ter, they said, there were two explosions, 
the entire upper floors becoming almost 
instantly a mass of flames. 

Had Been at Rathskeller. 
Miss Mason at first said she had dined 
at the M. A. C. with her escort, Lud- 
wig Eisemann of New Orleans. In 
her second interview, Miss Mason 
said that she and Eisemann, with two 
of her friends, both members of the 
theatrical company, and another escort, 
had been at the American Hotel raths- 
Keller after the show and. that they 
Gined there. 
She said they decided to take an auto 
ride and went to the M. A. C., Eise- 
mann saying, she declared, that he 
wanted to get a chauffeur he knew 
who had his stand there. 
She said she went into the M. A. C, 
lobby and waited while EHisemann tele- 
phoned to locate the chauffeur, whom 
they had not found upon reaching the 
club, 
Miss Mason said she waited in the 
lobby 2 minutes or more. Occasionally, 
she said, one or another of her friends, 
who had waited outside, came in to ask 
her a question or inquire about the 
delay. 
When she saw the reflection of the 
flames in windows atross the street. 
she said, she ran to the night clerk an:-i 
told him the place was afire and to run 
for his life. 
At the Press Club, Thuraday morning, 
Jack Reisinger, the night clerk, said 
that Eisemann had telephoned him ask- 
ing if he could get hini a taxi. Reis- 
inger said he told Eisemann the taxi 
would have to be ordered at the club 
entrance. He said Eisemann replied 
that he would come over to the club 
and order it himself. Reisinger sai:! 
he saw two women with _Eisemann 
when he arrived. 
Miss Mason gaid she and Eisemann ran 
out of the lobby to their frien@s, and 
that all ran from the club entrance 
across the street, then to Broadway. It 
is believed it was Miss Mason, Eisemann 
and their friends whom the window 
dressers saw running from the club en- 
trance.

BORDERS LOST HIS 
LIFE BECAUSE HE 
PUSTPONED TRIP 


Sparta Banker and _ Lawyer 
Boogher Had Planned to Go 
to Texas March 3. 


William R. Borders, 55 years old, pres- 
ident of the Bank of Sparta, at Sparta, 
Ill., forfeited. his life in the M. A. C. 
fire because he postponed a trip. to 
Texas. The story was told to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday by John H. 
Boogher, a lawyer in the New National 
Bank of Commerce Building, who was 
to have accompanied Borders. 

Boogher said they were to have start- 
ed Tuesday, March 3, for Grand Falls. 
Tex. where both have interests. At 
Borders’ request, Boogher purchased 
railroad tickets. Then he received a 
‘etter from Borders, written at Sparta, 
ini Which the banker stated he had been 
unexpectedly called away for a week or 
ten days and deveiopments had made it 
impossible for him to get away for the 
Texas trip until a week or ten days 
later. 

Preferred to Ge o M. A. C. 

Boogher received arther communi- 
cation and did not n »w Borders was 
in St. Louis Sunday night. Boogher has 
no doubt if Borders was in the city he 
Stayed at the M. A. C. Boogher had 
tried when Borders was here the last 
time to get him to go to the St. Louis 
Club, but Borders said the M. A. C. 
was convenient and comfortable and 
he preferred when he came to St. Louis 
to drop hfs er Ip there and make himsalf 
at home. 

Borders’ relatives are keeping a con- 
stant vigil at the M. A. C. ruins, hoping 
his body will be found. 

The widows of two fire victims arriveau 
in St. Louis Wednesday night and reg- 
istered at Hotel Jefferson. They are 
Mrs. W. J. Kinser of New York and 
Mrs. Allan Dow of Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Dow will wait for the body of 
her husband to be taken from the ruins. 
She formerly lived at the Jefferson with 
her husband, who was buyer and man- 
ager of the laces and embroidery de- 
partment at Nugents’. 

Mrs. Kinser has taken charge of her 
husband’s body, which was identified 
shortly after it was recovered. Thomas 
W. Kinser. the father, is having the 
ruins searched in an effort to recover 
a scarf pin with an ancient emerald. 
which his son received several years 
ago when traveling in Egypt, it having 
been presented by an Egyptian celebrity 
who said it had been taken from an 
ancient crown, 


Kinser'’s Trunks Recovered. 

Two men who searched the room Kin- 
ser occupied on the fifth floor could 
not find the gem, but two trunks con- 
taining his belongings were lowered by 
block and tackle. Kinser was treas- 
urer of the Kinser Construction Co. and 
was engaged in the construction of the 
Kast Side levee.

Three guests told their stories at the 
Jewish Hospital, where they are recov: 
ering from injuries. T. E. Kaub, a 
traveling salesman from Chicago, who 
was hurt in jumping from his fifth floor 
rcom to the roof of the adioining St. 
Louis Seed Co. building, said he feit like 
a rat in a trap. 

‘When I heard persons in the corrido: 
shouting fire, I opened my door and 
found the hallway filled with flames and 
sn'oke,’’ Kaub said. “I recalled that 
to get to my room from the main corri- 
dor on the fifth floor, I had to traverse 
a hallway about 15 feet long and: 36 
inches wide. I thought of the eleva- 
tors, in the rear of the buildings, and 
the distance to the street if I should 
get down in the elevator. It was then 
I felt like a rat in a trap. There was 
only one alternative. I raised my win- 
dow, prayed and leaped into the dark 
abyss.” 

Comments On Lack of Ropes. 

Charles Schimel, who came from Chi- 
cago and who suffered a broken leg 
in jumping from a-window on the sixth 
floor to the roof of the seed company 
building, wanted to know if there is a 
law in Missouri requiring lodging houses 
to keep ropes in all bedrooms. 

“TIT oftem have seen ropes hanging by 
windows in hotel rooms,”’ said he, ‘‘and 
never have thought them of much con- 
sequence, but I certainly longed for a 
rope when I opened the door of my 
room and found the only chance to es- 
cape was to leap from the window. 
I can’t imagine why the rooms were 
not provided with ropes. 

“If that building had been jin 
cago I never would have gone there, 
because it would have been publicly 
condemned by the authorities. When a 
man obtains lodging in a place like the 
M. A. C. Was supposed to be, he hag a 
right to expect the officers of the insti- 
tution and the municipal authorities 
have provided for his safety.’ 

David Bloom, who had made his home 
at the club for the last six months, 
jumped to save his life, and said that 
when he was being carried from the 
roof of the seed company building the 
windows above him were filled with ter- 
ror-stricken, screaming guests. 

“It seemed as if all the guests on 
the floor were in those windows,” he 
declared, ‘“‘and if there had been ade- 
quate fire éscapes, or even ropes in the 
rooms, nearly every one of them would 
have been saved.’’ 

Bloom said that if the firemen could 
have raised ladders from the roof of 
the building onto which he dropped sey- 
eral others might have been rescued.

The law, passed by the Legislature in 
195, requires that the main doors, both 
inside and outside, shall open outward- 
ly in all manufacturing, mechanical an} 
mercantile establishments of two or 
more stories in height in which ® o0: 
more persons are employed.

{Imigration Bill, With Clause 


Opposed by President, Will 
Be Reported Favorably. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The liter- 
acy test will remain in the Burnett im- 
migration bill when it is presented to 
the Senate. This was decided today by 


the Senate committee, which will re- 
port the bill favorably. 

Many confidently believe that Presi- 
dent Wilson will veto the bill if it car- 
ries the literacy test requirement. 

There was a suggestion that the liter- 
acy test be dropped because of the risk 
of President Wilson’s veto, but the ma- 
jority of the committee did not believe 
the President would carry his opposition 
to that feature so far as to veto the en- 
tire bill. Senators opposed to the test 
will fight it on the floor. 

The provision for American health 
inspectors on immigrant vessels leaving 
foreign ports, to which Italy and some 
other foreign governments objected, was 
changed to provide that immigrant ves- 
sels carrying persons suspected of being 
deportable on account<of disease muy 
be detained after reaching port and the 
suspected person confined on board until 
their cases are determined. 


HUERTA BESTS ARCHBOLD 
IN A DEAL IN DOLLARS 


Forces Standard Oil's Presi- 
dent to Pay Duty on Shipment 
Of Mexican Coin. 

PORT ARTHUR, Tex., March 12.— 
President Huerta of Mexico and Pres- 
ident John D. Archbold of the Standard 
Oil Co. have just had a little battle of 
their own and Huerta won, according 
to a story brought here today by Capt. 
Jenkins of the oil steamer Winnifred.

The Standard, it is said, shrewdly con- 
ceived the plan of buying Mexican sil- 
ver dollars in New York, where they 
may be obtained now at a big discount, 
then shipping them to Mexico and get- 
ting their full value. So the Standard 
bought and shipped 10 barrels of the 
doliars to Vera Cruz to pay its em-. 
ployes throughout Mexico and for othe: 
transactions. The Standard stood to 
make $25,000 by the deal. 

Huerta instructed his customs officals 
to levy duty of $40,000 on a cargo of 
money declaring it to be manufactured 
silver and thus not duty free. The 
Standard protested, then paid.

MAN PARDONED WANTED 
HERE ON MURDER CHARGE 


The St. Louis Police Department has 
asked Gov. Major to issue a requisi- 
tion on the Governor of Rhode Island 
for the extradition of a man known as 
“St. Paul Tip,’ also known as Wil- 
liam C. Thornton and Arthur C. Web- 
ster, who is under indictment here for 
the murder of Patrolman Nicholas 
Hunt, Nov. 15, 1897. 

He was serving a 25-vear sentence in 
the State prison of Rhode Island at 
Howard for highway robbery at New- 
port, R. I., in 1899, and was pardoned, 
Wednesday, by the Governor of Rhode 
Island, and immediately rearrested at 
the request of the St. Louis police.

Overturned Candle Shows the 
Origin of Flames in a 
Jewelry’ “tore. 


Burglars who attempted to open a safe 
in William Henckler’s jewelry store at 
2907 Union avenue set fire to the build- 
ing about 4 a. m. Thursday. 

Henckler believes that after starting 


to drill the safe they found a quart bot- 


tle of whisky which he had left on 4 
shelf in the store. After drinking the 
whisky they upset a candle which they 
had been using near the safe and fled 
when the building caught fire. 

Dr. William J. Alexander, who has 
offices and living rooms above the store, 
discovered the fire and +turned in an 
alarm. 

Policemen found that a rear window 
had been forced and that two holes hail 
been bored in the front door of the 
safe. A Grill was still sticking in one 
of the holes. 

Near the safe lay the empty whisky 
bottle, the overturned candle and‘ lead 
pipe with a string attached to it, evi- 
dently intended for use as a bludgeon. 

The safe had not been opened. Henck- 
ler said it contained about $4000 wortn 
of jewelry and a small amount of cash. 
He estimates that the fire caused $1000 
damage to his stock and $150 damage to 
the building.

CDFFCH ON CANAL 


Resolution Lays Stress Upon 
Ambassador’s Definition of 
Monroe Doctrine. | 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—A resolu- 


tion calling on Walter H. Page, Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Great Britain, for 
an explanation of a Panama Canal 
speech which he is reported to have de- 
livered last night before the Associated 


Chambeérs of Commerce in London, was 
adopted today by the Senate. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Senator Chamberlain, Democrat, of Ore- 
gon, an opponent of the repeal of the 
free tolls provision. In the preface to 
the resolution, Senator Chamberlain 
quoted a report of the speech as print- 
ed in a New York morning paper. 

The resolution then calls on the Sec- 
retary of State ‘‘to furnish to the Sen- 
ate without delay a copy of the speech 
as printed th a New York morning pa- 
made by the American Ambassador and 
particularly that part thereof giving his 
definition of the Monroe doctrine and 
that portion thereof in which he is al- 
leged to have stated that the British 
would profit most by the use of the 
Panama Canal; and that he call upon 
the American Ambassador to furnish 
forthwith for the use of the Senate 
any evidence on which that portion of 
his speech was based, wherein he is 
alleged to have said that it added 
greatly to the pleasure of the people of 
the United States in the building of the 
Panama Canal to know that the British 
would profit most by its use.” 

The \definition attributed to the Am- 
bassador was that the Monroe doctrine 
simply meant this: 

“That the United States would pre- 
fer that no European Government 
should gain more land in the new 
world.”’ 

Senater Chamberlain asked for imme- 
diate consideration of his resolution. It 
Was granted unanimously and the reso- 
lution was passed without debate.

more favorable to the city than the 
Hines bill, now pending)in the Council, 
which gives the city the right to pur- 
chase after 10 years. 

The three receivers, William Lorimer 
of Chicago, John A. Harnilton of Ma- 
rissa and Wilbur Crane, invited the 
-oint committee to meet them in their 
100ms at the hotel. Newspaper reporters 
were invited to the conference, to hear 
vll of the discussions. 

Lorimer, speaking for the receivers, 
requested the members of the comunit- 
tee to state their views relative to the 
loop franchise. 

Opposition to Franchise. 

Councilman Rower stated that the 
committee had been appointed to report 
back to the Assembly a plan for the 
settiement of the controversy over the 
franchise. He said that many organi- 
cations had signified their intention of 
opposing any bond issue to complete 
the bridge until settlement of the con- 
troversy over the loop franchise. 

Rower declared that something must 
be done in the way of repealing the 
franchise or reducing the term of it 
before the bonds for the bridge would 
be voted. 

Delegate John R. McCarthy said tnat 
he favored the reduction of the term of 
the franchise to 25 years, and believed 
ihat any bond issue for any approach 
would ve defeated unless such action 
was taken by the Assembly. Council- 
man Haller stated that the receivers 
must be familiar with the attitude of 
the people of St. Louis with respect to 
the franchise, and that a majority of 
them wanted it repealed. 

Iniess settled satisfactorily, no bridge 
bonds would be authorized, Haller de- 
clared, and the Southern Traction Co. 
would have on its hands a useless fran- 
*hige because there would be no bridge 
fer it to enter the city over. Couneil- 
man Hines said that his idea of the 
franchise was expressed in the bill he 
Had introdtced in the Council to reduce 
the term of the grant to 25 years. 

Amendments Favored. 

After the members of the committee 
had expressed their views, Lorimer 
stated that the receivers had gone :nto 
the franchise question thoroughly, and 
while agreed that the franchise was a 
legal right of the Southern Traction ‘o., 
were prepared to recommend to 
the Federal Court having charge of the

purchase, we should demand that 
the company be’given the right to use 
the loop as an entrance to the city on 
equal terms with any other road. 

“The road is now completed to Belle- 
ville, with a branch road to a cual 
mine. The territory in which the road 
has been completed is already occupicd 
by other roads, and the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. will have to build the line de- 
yond Belleville before it can develop 
a profitable business. 

“We cannot build this road unless we 
can sell our bonds. It is more difficult 
to sell a 20-year bond than a 60-year 
bound. I do not believe we could ser 
the bonds at all on an indeterminate 
franchise. We, of course, desire that 
it should be stated m the ordinance 
that the Southern Traction Co. shall 
have the right to use the loop for the 
life of the franchise, and that if the 
city buys the loop and fails to keep it 
up for operating purposes that we ma» 
maintain it.’’ . 

Lorimer stated that if the Southern 
Traction franchise were reduced from 
50 years to 2 years there should be ra 
corresponding reduction 
payments to be made by the company 
for the use of the bridge.

May Richardson Sentenced in 
Record Time for Violence in 
London Art Gallery. 


LONDON, March 12.—Miss May Rich- 
ardson, the suffragette who, on Tues- 
day, hacked Velasquez’s famous paint- 
ing, “Rokeby Venus,’ in the National 
Gallery, . to six 
months’ imprisonment. 


Was today sentenced 


The case against Miss Richardson was 
disposed of in record time, She was 
arrested on March 10, taken to Police 
Court and committed for trial by the 
Magistrate on the same day. The grand 
jury yesterday returned a true Dill 
against her and today she was tried and 
convicted. 

The Public Prosecutor, in addressing 
the jury on behalf of the Government, 
said that one might well doubt whether 
the prisoner was in her right senses. 


There was, however, no medical testi-. 


mony to show she wag a person not re- 
sponsible for her actions. 

Miss Richardson has been on a “hun- 
ger strike’’ since her arrest. In reply- 
ing to the charge today she said her 
act was’ premeditated. 

Is an Art Student. 

Addressing Judge Robert Wallace, wo 
presided over the court, Miss Richard- 
s0n said: 

“IT am an art student, but I care more 
for justice than art. I firmly believe 
that when the nation has shut its eyes 
to justice, and has allowed women, who 
are fighting for justice, to be maltreated 
and tortured, such an action as mine 
should be understood. 

“The slow and premeditated murder 
of Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst is the ulti- 
matum which has made necessary the 
recent acts of her followers. The nation 
seems to be dead, or asleep, for we wom- 
en have knocked vainly at the doors of 
ministers, bishops and archbishops, and 
even of the King himself. 

“I know that you will sentence me. I 
can stand only a few months torture, 
but my fate makes little difference. I 
am really a grateful and happy woman, 
because I have been able to live in a 
century in which Mrs. Pankhurst lived 
and because, in a slight measure, I have 
tried to carry out what I believe in.’’ 


Considered Action Her Duty. 

Judge Wallace, as he was about-to 
pass sentence, remarked: “If the picture 
had been destroyed no money could have 
replaced it.’’ 

“Ido you realize that no money can 
replace Mrs. Pankhurst?’’ She is being 
slowly killed,’’ Miss Richardson. re- 
plied. 

“You have pleaded guilty, and have 
gioried in your. crime.’’ 

“I don’t say that. I think it a shame 
I had to consider it my duty to do it.’’ 

“It is my duty to pass sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment. I recognize that 
this sentence is totally inadequate, but 
it is the maximum sentence for damag- 
ing works of art. If the offense had 
been window-breaking I could have giv- 
en the prisoner 18 months’ imprison- 
ment.” 

Miss Richardson looked ill, and it was 
suggested in some quarters that the pre- 
cafious state of her health had been the 
reason for the taking of the unusual 
course of hurrying the trial.

ADMIRAL BOWLES | 


ALCUSED OF HIRING 


OBBYSTON TOLLS 


Witness Sears Former Naval 
Officer Paid Him $1000 to 
Work for Exemption Clause. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Clarence 
W. De Knight, appearing as a witness 
teday, told the Senate Lobby Investigat- 
ing Committee that he had contracted 
with former Rear Admiral Bowles, presi- 
dent of the Fore Biver Shipbuilding Co., 
to work for toll exemption for American 
coastwise ships in the Panama Canal 
act. He said that he received $1000, and 
was to havé got a $4000 contingent fee. 
He testified he had received only the 
£1000, despite the fact that the exemption 
clause was included in the bill. 

De Knight said he demanded the $4000 
contingent fee from President Bowles 
after the bill was passed, but thought 
the reason he did not get it was because 
the bill did not go through in such form 
that the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
was to build some ships for the Govern- 
ynent. 

“Did your contract call for a contin- 
gency whereby the bill was to include 
ea provision under which the Govern- 
ment was to contract for ships, in case 
the toll exemption was granted?’ asked 
Senator Reed. 

To Get #1000 if Bill Passed. 

“No, I don’t think so,’’ said 
Knight. 
contingency. I was to get the $4000 if 
the bill went through in a certain form. 
Anyhow, I know that Admiral Bowles’ 
company did not build the ships. I nev- 
er threatened to sue. The subject was 
dropped, and I am still retained by the 
company in connection with some claims 
cases.”’ 

The committee demanded that De 
Knight produce his contract with 
Bowles, which the witness said he would 
do later. 

De Knight had been subpenaed to 
produce files of his correspondence in 
relation to many legislative matters, but 
he urged that he wanted to consult 
counsel as to whether their production 
would impugn confidential relations be- 
tween attorney and client. The com- 
mittee will insist upon production oi 
the correspondence. 

De Knight said he knew of no organ- 
ized effort now to fight repeal of the 
toll exemption clause, and denied that 
he haa written any letters of warning 
to shipbuilding companies relating to it 

Asked if he knew of any fund being 
raised to fight the repeal,.De Knight 
averred that he did not. 

De Knight testified he had representel 
chief warrant officers of the navy in a 
bill to give them a commisstfoned grade 
and in 15 years had collected $40,000 from 
men of the army and navy on increases 
of pay. Senator Overman asked if De 
Knight had threatened to expose many 
officers for making such contracts with 
him when they refused to’ pay commis- 
sions. De Knight said he only had sent 
them “ordinary collection letters.” 

It was developed that a list of Civil 
War veterans who would be benefited by 
a’ bill before Congress had been held ge- 
cret by the War Department. 
Reed. asked where De Knight got it. 

“I got it from Congressman Barch- 
feld of Pennsylvania,” said De Knight. 
‘“‘He wrote to Secretary Stimson stating 
that it might be valuable for campaign 
purposes. Then I got the list from him.’’ 

“Then, when you got the dist,’”’ con- 
tinued Senator Reed, “‘you conceived the 
idea of this bill, had Barchfeld introduce 
it and then started to work writing !et- 
ters to these old men to interest them 
in your contract?’’ 

“Yes, Mr. Barchfeid introduced 
bill and I wrote to the men.”’ 

The bill has not been adopted by the 
House, but was adopted by the Senate.

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STEFANSSON SAYS 
KARLUK MAY DRIFT 
AUROSS THE POLE 


Explorer Tells Interviewer His 
Ship May Forestall Amund- 
sen’s Arctic Expedition. 


SEATTLE, Wash., March 12.—A news 
dispatch from Dawson, Yukon Territory, 
says E. S. Ironsides, Collector of Cus- 
toms at Dawson, has received a letter 
written at McPherson by a friend who 
interviewed Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
commander-in-chief of the Canadian 
arctic exploration expedition, who was 
there last month. 

The letter says Stefansson- has gone 
back to Herschel Island off the mouth 
of the Mackenzie River and intends to 
start out immediatély over the Arctic. 
Continuing, the letter says: 

“Stefansson thinks that the exploring 
ship Karluk, which was blown from the 
vicinity of Point Barrow, Alaska, into 
the Arctic ice field during a blizzard 
last September, leaving Stefansson and 
three other scientists ashore, may fore- 
stall Capt. Roald Amundsen in his com- 
ing attempt to drift across the pole. 

“The Karluk is provisioned for five 
years, and Stefansson seems to be of 
the opinion that she will’ be carried 
across the pole by the ice and come out 
north of Greenland if she escapes being 
crushed.”’

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Two more 
regiments of United States troops are 
preparing today to join the Mexican 
border patrol. Two battalions of the 


Ninth Infantry at Fort Thomas, Ky., 
and Fort Logan H. Roots, Ark., and 
the Seventeenth Infantry at Fort Me- 
Pherson, Georgia, were loading bag- 
gage trains and assembling field equip- 
ment to move to Laredo and Eagle 
Pass to become part of a military force 
in the State of Texas, larger by 3009 
than the one Gen. Shafter led into 
Cuba. 

The border patrol is being increased 
in numbers at the requests of Senator 
Sheppard and Representative Garner of 
who pointed out to Secretary 
Garrison ‘that the Vergara incident had 
caused a great deal of uneasiness.

It was pointed out that cattle were 
being stolen from Texas ranches an‘ 
that, inasmuch as the American banké 
along the line were carrying much Cash, 
confidence would be restored in a great 
measure by the presence of more troops.

make. the trip from Savannah to Gajt- 
veston. on one of the army transports 
leaving Savannah Tuesday. 

The request for additional tioops was 
was discussed .at’ the 
Cabinét meeting, and decided upon late 
yesterday by the President, who com- 
municated his approval to the Secre- 
tary of War. 

The dispatch of two more regiments to 
Texas wil] result in the assembly in 
that State of nearly 18,000 troops. 

Nearly 11,000 of these soldiers are in 
camp at Texas City, under command of 
Esrigadier-General Fred Funston of Phil 
ippine fame. The others are scattered 
along the border from Brownsville, Tex.. 
t, Nogales, Ariz., under command oi 
brigadier-General Tasker H. Bliss, the 
lagest garrisons being maintained at E] 
Faso, Nogales, Douglas, Laredo, Eagle 
Pass and Brownsville, where the raii- 
roads from the United States enter Mex- 
ico.

The Early St. Louis Women. 
To the Editor of the PostiDispatch. 

In the very kind netice you gave my little 
“Story of Old St. Louis!’ the headlines say that I 
called the “early St. Lovis women inefficient.” May 
I correct this impression? 

I say “they were deficient in domestic manu- 
factures.”

' ulea, Ok. A WORKING GIRL 
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A DAMNING OFFICIAL RECORD. 
Before the Missouri Athletic Club building was 
adapted, in 1903, to the purposes of the organiza- 
tion, the fifth and sixth floors of the structure had 
the ordinary aspect and appointments of lofts in 
downtown buildings. While of the familiar ‘‘slow- 
burning” construction, which, as Chief Swingley 
says, often burns only too rapidly, there was lit- 
tle for a fire to feed on except the floors. 

In the alterations the two lofts were divided 
into nearly 100 sleeping chambers, separated by 
flimsy partitions. To do this thousands of feet of 
dry lumber and other materials of a most inflam- 
mable sort were introduced into each loft. Not 
a few were dark chambers without direct access 
to light and air, sanitary as well as fire protection 
laws being ignored. Even the “fire-proofing” over 
beams was removed. This clubhouse, frequented 
by representative citizens, was as perilous a fire- 
trap as any clreap lodging house in St. Louis. 

How law and official authority as well as all 
principles of good judgment in constructive work 
were defied and flouted in these alterations is 
shown by the records in the City Building In- 
spector’s office: 

March 3, 1903, application for building per- 
mit for alterations. 

April 1, 1903, protests by Building Com- 
missioner Longfellow because work had been 
started without waiting for permit to be 
issued. 

April 8, 1908, permit issues after a month's 
investigation. 

April 16, 1903, permit revoked because 97 
instead of 48 chambers were being built and 
because the original plans were being devi- 
ated from in other respects. 

April 28, 1903, club officers summoned to 
court because of violation of the building 
code. 

It is a damning record. Club officers who. per- 
sisted in continuing the work without a permit 
and in spite of the pending prosecution in court 
assumed a heavy responsibility. 

No entries prove the use of a political pull by 
influential men to avoid compliance with sound 
law, but between the lines of the official record 
is evidence of the exercise of such a pull. The 
case in court did not come to trial until the re- 
pairs were finished and was not then pressed. 
Law officers were derelict in failing to enforce the 
law. 

The causes of the fire horror that has startled 


‘| the country are to be looked for on dates farther 


pack than last Sunday night. They are found in 
11 years continuous violation of law—in the réck- 
less contempt for all authority which created the 
fire trap in the first place and in the complacent 
tolerance which permitted it to remain a fire trap 
ever since. 

The Iroquois Theater horror taught the country 
the drastic lesson of safety in amusement houses. 
The children victims of the Collinwood horror 
taught it the lesson of improved conditions in 
schoolhouses. The M. A. C. horror should be fol- 
lowed by a nation-wide campaign for safety in ho- 
tels, apartment houses, all places where quarters 
are provided for lodgers. 

The M. A. C. record is a striking examply of 
how not to insure the safety of human lives in 
a. lodging place.

WHICH I8 THE MOST ‘‘CIVIC?’’ 

The initiative campaign hag disclosed the fact 
that there are 85 so-called civic organizations in 
St. Louis. 
The campaign affords the opportunity to prove 
which of them are the most worthy of the name. 
The one which obtains. the most signatures in 
proportion to its membership will win a distinc- 
tion and recognition of character from the whole 
city. 

This is the first great field work that has en- 
listed the elbow-to-elbow co-operation of so many 
end various groups of citizens. Out of this co- 
cperation should come a bigger result than bridge 
completion—a demonstrated capacity of united 
citizenship for great works to come. It is only a 
united and active citizenship that can make a 
truly great city. 
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BEAUTIES OF THE FEE SYSTEM. 

A suit for the restoration, to St. Louis County 
of $20,041.97 in fees which County Clerk William 
Seibel has retained under a construction of law 
said to be erroneous has been begun at Clayton 
by Prosecuting Attorney Lashly. This is the first 
of several suits against officers of that county for 
the recovery of a total of $65,854.82. 

The fee system for compensating public officers 
finds one of its most deplorable phases in the 
facts on which these suits are based. The system 
furnishes a egnstant temptation for the wrongful 
appropriation; of public money. Vexatious dis- 
putes over fé2s to which officials may honestly 
think th ves entitled are always possible. Its 
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subordinatiog of service to a frantic chase for 
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fees was strongly srapManized in‘ the office of the 
St. Louis Public Administrator under a former 
incumbency, but is present in only a little less de- 
gree in other offices. 

These St. Louis County suits furnish an object 
lesson by which the next Legislature should 
profit. Fixed salaries should be substituted for 
fees. This is desirable in all counties, but in the 
more populous counties, where the fees reach a 
large figure, it has become an urgent necessity.

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CLEAR THE WAY. 

The conference between the receivers of the 
Southern Illinois Traction Co. and the Joint Con- 
ference Committee of the Municipal Assembly de- 
veloped a basis for a satisfactory settlement of the 
loop franchise controversy. 

The receivers are willing to recommend the ac- 
ceptance of a modified franchise reducing the 
term to 25 years and reserving for the city the 


right to purchase at a fair price. 

The receivers insist that the company be guar- 
anteed entrance to the city and facilities equal to 
the loop on equal terms with any other railroad. 

There is a question of reducing the city’s com- 
pensation on account of a reduction in the life of 
the franchise, but so long as the company owns 
and uses the loop it should be willing to pay fair 
compensation. There should be no quarrel over 
this point. 

On the other hand, under the proposed new 
franchise, the city would have in addition to the 
safeguards in the present franchise, as a protec- 
tion against the possibility of bridge control 
through the loop, the right to purchase and an 
opportunity, if the purchase option is not previ- 
ously exercised, to readjust the free bridge’s trol- 
ley terminal system after 25 years. ! 

Under a carefully drawn ordinance, with pro- 
visions of this kind, the investors would have a 
guarantee of safety and of access to the traffic 
and St. Louis. They are entitled to that much. 
The city would have safeguards against private 
control of the bridge or its trolley terminals. It 
would offer a sound solution of the loop prob- 
lem, which would protect all interests and satisfy 
all intelligent citizens. 

Prompt and wise action by the Municipal As- 
sembly will clear the way for bridge completion. 
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employment agent who collected $3 each 
20 men for jobs he failed to secure for 
them gets a steady job himself for 60 days at the 
workhouse.

SQUARE DEAL STATEHOUSE BUILDING. 

The Capitol Commission’s new attitude of fair- 
ness in the tangle over the stone contract will 
commend itself to the public.

Genevieve will be permitted sufficient time to 
qualify as “stone from a developed quarry” with- 
in the meaning of the specifications. If it has the 
merits demanded as a building material and .ex- 
ists in quantities ample for the complétion of the 
State house, it will have a chance, it is an- 
nounced. Vice-Chairman Alfred A. Speer of the 
commission makes this statement: | 

The commission wants the best stone there 
is in Missouri and we do not care whether 
it is from Ste. Genevieve, Carthage, Cassville 
or Phoenix quarries. 

It is to be hoped that this represents the senti- 
ments of a majority of the commission. It out- 
lines a square deal principle that ought to control 
in all future transactions relating to the new 
capitol. The ‘best stone there is in Missouri” is 


‘pot to be procured by yielding to political pull. 


The farther the commissioners keep away from 
political influences, the more creditable will be 
the monument they will leave to their own fair- 
ness, integrity and judgment in. the State house 
structure.

UTILIZE THE MULLANPHY FUND. 

The Board of Freeholders has a great oppor- 
tunity in its power to give the Mullanphy Fund 
a new start and set it at work again accomplish- 
ing what Bryan Mullanphy intended and ex- 
pressed in his will. 

The suggestion to place the fund in the hands 
of three directors, paying them enough to enable 
them to give their entire time and attention to 
the work, is a good one. It would concentrate 
responsibility. Let it be made the duty of these 
directors to utilize the fund in a practical man- 
ner. Doling out a few dollars to needy immi- 
grants and then leaving them to chance is of very 
little use. What we want, both in Missouri and 
the other Western states, is actual settlers on the 
land. Missouri has plenty of cheap land. With 
30,000 immigranis passing through St. Louis each 
year, it should be possible to select worthy men 
and women, or families, and actually place them 
on land, starting them with stock and implements 
as homesteaders and producers. If necessary, 
tracts of land, in the Ozarks or in Southeast Mis- 
souri, could be bought up and resold to these im- 
migrants on easy terms and long time, as is be- 
ing done by the Canadian Pacific Railroad in 
Western Canada. Every settler so procured would 
be of incalculable value to the State. 

But this means skilled, responsible, personal 
work. It is more than office work. It implies 
getting out to the land and discovering its avail- 
ability and then making careful plans. It im- 
plies knowledge of individuals, so that the fund 
may not be wasted on the unworthy. In the 
bands of the right men, the Mullanphy Fund of 
$1,500,000 may become a blessing to the entire

The question of publicity, commonly 
called advertising, is likely to be the 
burning issue to come before the meet- 
ing of the national house of delegates 
of the American Medical Association 
next summer. 

The medical profession regards it as 
derogatory to advertise—in the ordinary, 
crude way that a man with something 
to sell does—because some clever and 
conscienceless medical fakers do so. 

But there is more than one way to kill 
a cat. Addresses before learned socie- 
ties and papers in leading magazines 
may be reprinted and ‘“digested’’ for 
press-agent use, and the dignity of the 
profession ‘can be still upheld. 

But this is advertising none the less, 
and hardly as honorable as the crude 
method of the man with something to 
sell. He pays cash for his publicity, 
while the ‘‘ethical”’ doctor gets his free. 

The truth about medical advertising is 
that there is a lot of solemn piffle 
talked about “‘ethics’’ and the like. There 
is not a single good reason why a re- 
putable doctor should not advertise in « 
dignified way; and there are a hundred 
good ones why he should. If a few 
leaders of the profession should start 
the practice in a proper way the fakers 
would literally be snowed under and 
driven out. 

This is the age of specialism in medi- 
cine and surgery, as in everything else. 
Why should not the medical specialist 
let the public know who he is, where he 
was trained and what he can do? The 
public is entitled to know these facts 
before it invests in a doctor’s services. 
The magic letters ‘“‘M. D.”’ convey noth- 
ing specific to the Iay mind. Both doc- 
tor and public suffer from this frigid 
conspiracy of silence. 

Let us have light and lots of it. Eth- 
ics will take care of itself. What the 
public wants to know of a doctor, as 
of everyone in the market with some- 
thing to sell, is: What can you do?

All 
this occurred ‘In spite of the fact, fre- 
quently stated and known by every sci- 


that no person can be hypnotized un- 
knowingly or against his will, and that 
few persons are so susceptible as to be 
capable of being compelled to perform 
acts beyond their own volition and 
knowledge. 

Another popular fiction which later 
on took the place of hypnotism was 
that of instantaneous anesthesia. Sto- 
ries appeared of women who had been 
eccosted by strangers and, under some 
pretext, had permitted a cloth or 4a 
handkerchief to be pressed momentarily 
over their mouth and nose.

AM positively ashamed of my 
a hands,” said the pretty woman, 
“They look so rough and red.” 
“I never have any trouble,” said 
her partner, unconsciously displaying 
the beauty of her white, taper fingers. 
“Just as soon as there js even a hint of 
Jack Frost in the air I put on a pair of 
beauty gloves every night.” 

“I'm afraid I can’t afford those ex- 
pensive French toilet appliances,” said 
the little lady with the red hands re- 
gretfully. 

“My beauty gloves are home-made and 
cost practically nothing. I simply take 
a pair of old gloves that are rather 
leose for me—tight gloves won't do, for 
they restrict the circulation—and I cut 
cff the tips of the fingers and also cut 
two small holes in the back and another 
high up on the palm for ventilation. 
Then I wash my hands very clean and 
with the tips of my fingers grease the 
inside of the gloves thoroughly with cold 
cream. The last thing before I go to 
bed I soak my hands in warm soap- 
suds, rinse them dry with a soft towel 
and then slip on the gloves. In the 
morning after my bath I rub a little 
talcum powder on my hands. This 
makes them look very white and dlso 
removes any moisture that may be left 
on the skin after drying them.” 

“What causes chaps: 

‘Nine timés out of 10 the hands chap 
and grow red and ugly because they are 
carelessly washed and wiped. Many 
people dab their hands and out of 
water, merely grinding the dirt into 
them, and wipe them only about haf 
dry. When you wipe your hands in cold 
weather you should do so very thor- 
oughly. Another mistake is to use strong 
soap. Never use any soap on the hands 
that you coyldn’t use on the face. [If 
your hands are in pretty bad condition, 
besides the beauty gloves at night I 
should recommend a few drops of glycer- 
in and lemon juice after washing them. 
Rub this well into the skin and then 
dry carefully.” 

“How do you keep your lips from 
chapping? Yours look as pretty as & 
red rose.”’ 

“I perfume them with cologne. That 
sounda silly, doesn't it? But ft is good 
common sense, for all that. Just before 
I go out in the cold I rub cold creas 
very hard into my lps and then with 
the tip of one finger I dab them well 
with violet water or eau de colognes. 
This acts as an astringent and prevents 
them from chapping and cracking, as 
they might if I used the cold cream 
alone. It also has the added advantags 
of making them glow a prettier red 
than the finest makeup.

FIGHT OR FROLIC 


Gigantic Super - Dreadnaught 
First Sea Monster to Be 
Fitted With 14-Inch Guns. 


. 

NEWPORT NEWS. Va., March 12.— 
All ready for fight or frolic, the gigan- 
tic super-dreadnaught Texas, most pow- 
erful battleship afloat, left the 
yards of her builders here, the Newport 
News Ship Building Co., for the Nor- 
folk navy yard, distance only a few 
miles, there to be turned over to Rear 
Admiral Usher, commandant of the Nor- 
folk station. 

The vessel’s officers and 
been assembled so that she was ready 
to be placed officially in commission, 
immediately after being turned over by 
the builders to the aythorized Govern- 
ment representative. The dreadnausht 
was launched here aimost two years 
ago, Miss Claudia Lyon, daughter of 
Col. Cecil Lyon of Texas, doing the 
honors of the occasion with the tra- 
ditidnal bottle of champagne. 

Ten 14-Inch Guns. 

This monster of the sea carries as its 
principal. fighting equipment a battery 
of 10 14-inch guns, being the first war- 
ship in the world to be fitted with guns 
of such large caliber, and, in addition, 
has in its main battery 21 b-inch guns. 

Since the 14-inch guns were placed on 
the Texas, a Japanese battleship las 
been equipped with similar sized ones, 
although 13.5-inch guns are the largest 
which have vet been placed on any 
British dreadnaught. The big guns on 
the Texas are arranged in five turrets, 
all on a central line from stem to stern, 
and ‘are go placed that they can be 
fired over each other. | 

In length the fighter is 573 
a beam 9% feet 2% inches, so that in 
passing through the Panama Canal 
locks she would have almost 15 feet to 
spare. 

Aithough her designed speed was 21 
knots, in her trials off the Maine coast 
last October she did her fastest mile 
in 22.28 knots. 

Armour Belt 14 Inches Thick. 

She has a displacement of 27,000 tons,

“Last year, the French bank gained 
only $2,300,000 gold. It has added $20,-

$27, 000,000 above 1913.
